Rights, Laws, and Libertics, bcing the buthrighe of 
the Subjeds olthis Land, and ſexling of the gerue Pro- 
reftant Religion (the glory of owr Natian)in peace and 
purity ; {o did we no lefichope or, ans expen his. 
jefties concurrence in thafe paiticulats,they being the 
very Joundation of His Majoſties predent honour and 
grearneſie,and rhe ountaine of perieR andfuupobliflc

to himſelfe, and all His loyall Subiccs, which wee roo 
evidently we ſee our ſelves { by the wicked Conncel-

Buthow ever thule promiſes and proteſtations have 
berne no ſgoner mae, but brozen, and our hope of 
peace a'1d latcry thereby wholy ifappointe l, Yet that 
it may appearet9 all ves cocome, that as in duty wee 
arc bound (the Kingdome have irtruſted u<)fo we have 
nor, nor will bee tound wanting in the lcaſt degr:e of 
our care and providence (God afliſting us) !orthe pre- 
ſervation 6f the whole: Kingdome, and the Towne of 
Hull; and the Inhabitants thereot trom violence.and ri- 
ine,though for efteCtingthercof His Maicitic hath p10-

And we doe allo declare, That we the Lords & Com- 
mons in Parliament aſſembley, will not oncly prote&, 
ſecure, and fave harmeleſſe all and every ſuch perſon, 
and perſons wharſoever,as have or ſhall either by ſea or 
land provide, furniſhyor deliver any proviſion of victu- 
all, beere; or other thing whaticever for the reliefe and 
lafety ofthe Gariſon of Hu#, but ſhall a!ſo make good 
payment for the ſame, and thankefully accept thercot, 
as good ſervice done tothe Kingdome, any pretended 
warrant iſſued, or hereafter to be ifſued out under the 
colourofauy name or authority whatſoever tothe cc n- 
trary notwithſtanding : And for as much as we arc in- 
formed that ſome of the Inhabitants of Hell, and ſtand 
firmely reſolved intheir good affeions to the ſervice, 
and ſafe keeping of the ſaid Towne , for the good of 
the King and Kingdome: Wee thought fit allote de- 
clare, That all ſuch of the Inhabitants thercof as ſhall 
continue well afteed to the ſaid ſcrvice,and ſtand cleſz 
intheir fidelity and aſſiſtance to the Governour there- 
of; we doe hereby aſſurc and promiſethem, that they 
ſhall receive from us proceRion and encouragement 
anſwerable to ſuch a ſervice, avd will be very accepta- 
ble unto us, in repect of the importance of it for the 
preſervation of Religion and ſafery of the Kingdome. 
Andlaſtly, We doo feckine our acknowledgement, ac- 
ceptance,& approbation of that prudent valour, vigil. 
lancy and faithfulneſle of the governour ; Officers and 
Souldiers imployed in theſfaid Towne, both for the 
diſcovery of plots formerly contrived forthe betraying
